When the time arrives when a clear­ 
an ce must be mad e of all bird s oth­ 
er than those required for breed in g 
purposes or showin g, there is 
n o 
greater mistake than to keep in han d 
a host of od d s an d en d s that can n ot 
possibly be turn ed to good accoun t, 
an d that, on the other han d on ly helps 
to swell the feed bill. 
At that sea­ 
son of the year the majority of breed 
ers fin d their lotts more than over­ 
crow » led , for even the lucky on es will 
be sure to experien ce some little 
d ifficulty in d isposin g of all surplus 
bird s of which a prepon d eran ce is 
certain to be of the male persuasion . 
Now' these od d cocks con stitute a 
real d an ger in the loft of breed ers, 
an d on n o accoun t should they be 
permitted to be amon g the stock bird s 
after these have been relegated to 
their n estin g quarters. 
In an y case 
a certain amoun t of fightin g is in evit­ 
able when the pairs are settlin g d own 
to work; but it will be a case of 
perpetual warfare if un matod cocks 
gre tolerated within the precin cts of 
the breed in g loft. 
Not that hen s ar*1 
en tirely in n ocen t of guile in this re­ 
spect, they, too, are un d esirable, al­ 
though the d amage they d o is les-s 
far-reachin g in its effects. 
As a gen eral rule, ben s of a good 
strain are likely to fin d read y pur­ 
chasers in the sprin g of the year, 
an d even if un sold a d istin ct ad van t­ 
age will be gain ed by retain in g two 
or three of the best as reserves. Af­ 
ter these have been set asid e, how­ 
ever, a clean sweep should be mad e 
of the remain d er, alon g with all sur­ 
plus cocks, an d there can be n o » loubt 
that the best method of d isposin g of 
such bird s, is to kill an d eat then » .

In workin g the feed out from aroun d 
these, more time will be con sumed in 
chewin g what is alread y in the mouth, 


j The same effect will be secured by 
borin g a few holes in the bottom of 
the box an d d rivin g in pegs several 
in ches lon g. 
The larger the feed 
boxes, the better, as this will allow 
the grain to spread out thin ly over 
the bottom an d it w ill n ot be possible 
for the horse to take up the grain in 
such large mouthfuls.—In d ian a Farm ­ 
er. 


FALL PASTURAGE FOR SHEEP. 
A good fall sheep pasturage is se­ 
cured by sowin g three or four poun d s 
of Dwarf Essex rape seed per acre 
with sprin g oats. 
The rape makes 
a good growth in the early part of the 
season an d d evelops sufficien t root 
growth to en able it to withstan d the 
summer. 
It revives with the comin g 
of the fall rain s an d makes an excel­ 
len t pasture for lambs or breed in g 
ewes un til late in the season . 
Some 
of our most progressive wheat grow­ 
ers take two or 
three 
con secutive 
crops of grain an d then seed d own to 
clover. 
The first crop of clover is 
harvested for hay, to be fed to the 
flock d urin g the win ter. 
The clover

is then pastured for on e or two years 
with sheep; afterward s the

broken again for grain . This practice 
is foun d to be very helpful in restor­ 
in g an d main tain in g the fertility of 
the lan d , as well as in makin g wool 
an d mutton con tribute materially to 
the reven ue of the farm. 
An other plan is to sow the fallow 
lan d to rape.

cured from a piece of lan d thus treat­ 
ed would be a revelation 
to 
man y 
farmers. 
The lan d is 
plowed

sown to wheat about the first of Octo­ 
ber, an d in a n ormal season , by the 
followin g -February, a luxurian t pas­ 
ture will be furn ished for the ewes 
an d lambs, or for fatten in g sheep.—

Such a plattin g of a farm will mate­ 
rially assist an d en courage in farm­ 
in g by system, an d the son or hired 
help assistin g in operatin g a farm 
thus platted , will give a better in ter­ 
est to his work than when such in d i­ 
cation of method ical plan s are lack- 
in .—Main e Farmer.

FOWLS. 
There are few times when a little 
watchfuln ess ran be given to more ad ­ 
van tage than d urin g the moultin g per- 
=Dd . 
At this time, when a fowl has 
to grow an en tire n ew eoat of feath­ 
ers, an y weakn ess or ten d en cy to d is­ 
ease will show itself. 
Sometimes this 
will be on ly for a short time, d urin g 
the moult, an d will pass off. an d the 
fowl will seemin gly be as well as ever, 
yet the weakn ess is there, an d should 
be guard ed again st in the feed in g or 
care of that fowl, or else the fowl 
should be d isposed of. 
Some fowls moult easily an d grad ­ 
ually; others, while losin g their feath­ 
ers quickly will get their n ew feath­ 
ers slowly, while 
still 
others 
will 
moult so iate in the season as to be 
in d an ger from the cold win d s. When 
fowls d o uot moult easily an d n atural­ 
ly, it usually poin ts to somethin g be­ 
in g wron g with them or with the' sys 
tern of feed in g an d care d urin g the 
moultin g season . 
Extra feed in g on a variety of grain 
in which sun flower seed s are a part 
will greatly help the slow moultin g 
or late moultin g bird s, but it is ot 
little help to those showin g an y weak­ 
n ess brought out d urin g the moultin g 
season . 
Old er fowls moult later, as a rule, 
than d o the youn ger on es, an d it is 
as well to bear this in min d when 
cullin g out the fowls showin g weak­ 
n ess or those n ot d esirable to keep 
over un til an other breed in g season .

Springfield, 111., Au g. 19.—Under the 
administration, and throu gh the direct 
personal efforts of Gov. Charles S. 
Deneen, the state grain inspection de­ 
partm ent of Illinois has become the 
most efficient pu blic service of its kind 
in the world. This is conceded by the 
great grain handling firms in Chicago, 
New York, Baltimore and other sea­ 
board ports. 
It is admitted by the 
hu ndreds of 
grain 
shippers in the 
smaller towns throu ghou t the middle 
west. This eminent degree of efficiency 
has been attained u nder the present 
administration. 
When Gov. Deneen was first inau g 
u rated complains as to the state grain 
inspection service came to him from 
all sections of the state and from grain 
dealers in other states. 
The associ­ 
ated grain dealers of Illinois came to 
Springfield in force du ring the session 
of the legislatu re in 1905, demanding 
the enactment of a law placing the 
state grain inspection department u n­ 
der civil service. 
They were told ny 
Gov. Deneen that a practical merit sys­ 
tem wou ld be speedily introdu ced in 
the state grain department, and that 
the inspection service wou ld be im­ 
proved as rapidly as possible u ntil 
there 
shou ld 
remain the minimu m 
grou nd for complaint by 
the grain 
trade. That this reformation has been 
accomplished is proved by the testi 
rnony of grain men all over the state, 
from Hiram N. Sager, president of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, to the small 
elevator owner and grain bu yer ou t in 
the cou ntry. 
Gov. Deneen from the first of his ad 
ministration saw the great importance 
to the agricu ltu ral and commercial in­ 
terests of the state grain inspection 
department. 
He 
assu red 
the 
mer 
chants, the shippers, the farmers who 
called on him with reference to this 
department, that the service wou ld be 
improved. His desire is that the state 
grain 
inspection 
department shou ld 
fu lfill its semi-ju dicial fu nctions hon­ 
estly, impartially, fearlessly and with 
du e regard for the Interests of all con­ 
cerned—the farmer, bu yer, shipper, re 
ceiver, miller and consu mer of grain. 
The 
governor 
instru cted 
W. 
Scott 
Cowen, whom he appointed chief grain 
Inspector, to attain this end. 
Reorganized Department. 
Rehabilitating the department was 
no easy task. Obsolete methods, care­ 
less work, too great strictness at times 
and too mu ch laxity at other times, 
lack of definite system and disregard 
of the pu blic interest were some of the 
m atters Mr. Cowen was directed to 
correct. 
It was fou nd that grades 
were too often made, not on the actu al 
condition of grain when inspected, bu t 
as it might become u nder the most u n­ 
favorable conditions after months of 
storage. 
The resu lt of this system 
was inju stice to the fanner and the 
cou ntry grain shipper. 
For instance. 
It was almost a ru le of the depart­ 
ment that new crop corn shou ld not be 
graded No. 2 u ntil the beginning of 
the next year. For years bu t few cars 
of wheat were inspected No. 1. 
The 
grading was invariably against the 
farmer and the cou ntry shipper and in 
favor of the big elevator men and the 
seaboard 
grain 
bu yers. 
Under 
the 
present 
administration 
this 
system 
was changed. 
Now, grain is ju dged 
strictly on its merits at the time of its 
inspection. 
It is graded strictly ac­ 
cording to the ru les and standards 
fixed by the Board of Railroad and 
Warehou se Commissioners. 
After re­ 
peated conferences and consu ltations 
with the grain committee of the Chi­ 
cago Board of Trade and committees 
from the variou s dealers’ associations 
in the state, the resu lt is that the 
farmer and the Illinois grain shipper 
receive the fu ll benefit of the actu al, 
present condition of the grain they 
ship. 
If they send in corn that is in­ 
trinsically and on merit No. 2 corn, it 
Is graded No. 2 withou t any figu ring 
as to how’ it may be graded in New 
York, Baltimore or other eastern towns 
six months hence. 
Still, no favoritism 
Is shown. 
The track or hou se inspec 
tor grades the grain according to his 
best ju dgment, regarding nothing bu t 
the condition of the grain before him. 
He knows that he will be su stained 
by the chief inspector, u nless in case 
of palpable e rro r—and the latter in 
tu rn knows that he will be su stained 
by the governor. 
It is this method of 
absolu tely impartial, honest, compe­ 
tent inspection that has given the 
Illinois state grain department its pres­ 
ent splendid repu tation for efficiency. 
Changes Hard to Effect. 
Bu t all this was not accomplished 
withou t labor and trou ble. 
It was hard 
to root ou t bad methods cf long con 
tinu ed growth. Chief Inspector Cow’en 
was instru cted by Gov. Deneen to 
bring the department, to the best de­ 
gree of efficiency possible. 
Mr. Cowen 
started to follow this Instru ction. 
He 
issu ed orders as to the work. He fou nd 
these orders followed for a day or so, 
then forgotten. 
One day he called 
these delinqu ents to his office and dis­ 
charged 16 of them on the spot. That 
brou ght better service. 
Then politics 


the other hand, scores of loyal political 
su pporters of the governor and the ad­ 
m inistration have been refu sed em­ 
ployment in the grain departm ent be­ 
cau se they were not competent grain 
men. 
And right here is an instance 
of the alleged “u npopu larity” of Gov. 
Deneen with the politicians. 
He has 
placed ability, qu alification and fitness 
for the du ties of a position sou ght 
above the mere political pu ll of the ap­ 
plicant. 
There 1» no complaint from 
the applicant with proficiency, even 
if withou t pu ll, bu t the fellow who bad 
pu ll withou t proficiency, and therefore 
didn’t get a job, finds the governor 
“u npopu lar.” 
So ug ht Adv ice and Aid. 
Chief Inspector Cowen proceeded to 
reorganize the methods of the grain 
Inspection department. 
The co-opera­ 
tion of the Chicago Board of Trade, 
the state grain dealers’ associations, 
and the grain men in all lines of activ­ 
ity, was requ ested. Letters asking lor 
su ggestions were sent to grain dealers 
in all parts of the middle west. When 
practicable ideas were su ggested in 
reply to these requ ests, they were in­ 
corporated in the service. 
The per­ 
sonnel of the inspection staff was 
changed u ntil every man on it was 
competent withou t regard to politics. 
Schools of instru ction for the inspec­ 
tors were established so that all in­ 
spectors shou ld act in harmony so far 
as possible, and that grading shou ld 
be u niform. 
How well the improve­ 
ments made in the service pleased the 
grain trade is shown in correspond­ 
ence by grain men with the depart­ 
ment. W riting to Gov. Deneen on the 
appointment of W. Scott Cowen as 
chief state grain inspector u nder the 
new law, Hiram N. Sager, president 
of the Chicago Board of Trade, ex­ 
pressed his opinion of the department 
thu s: 
“Chicago, 111., Ju ly 29, 1907. 
‘Hon. Charles S. Deneen, Governor of 
Illinois, Springfield, 111. 
“Dear S ir:—I desire to thank you 
for the reappointment of Mr. W. Scott 
Cowen to the position of chief grain 
inspector for this state. 
“I am su re 1 voice the sentiment of 
my associates in the grain trade in 
stating 
that this 
appointment 
will 
meet with the u nqu alified approval of 
the grain dealers all over the state, 
and the territory ou tside of Illinois 
that is tribu tary to Chicago. 
The administration of the state in­ 
spection departm ent u nder Mr. Co- 
wen’s able m anagement has been en­ 
tirely satisfactory, and as a resu lt o? 
his impartiality and fairness in con­ 
sidering the qu estions* relating to his 
department, and in condu cting the of­ 
fice of chief inspector with a view to 
improvement in 
the 
service rather 
than to accomplish political ends, he 
has won the confidence of the grain 
trade to an u nu su al degree, and has 
brou ght abou t a harmony and general 
co-operation in the relations between 
the Board of trade and the state in­ 
spection department that is resu lting 
in great benefit to the trade at large. 
“I certainly recall no period du ring 
the past 20 years when the adm inistra­ 
tion of the state inspection departm ent 
has met with more general commenda­ 
tion and approval from the shippers 
and receivers alike than 
since Mr. 
Cowen assu med charge of the depart­ 
ment. 
You rs respectfu lly, 
“HIRAM N. SAGER.” 
From W estern Elevator company, 
Winona, Minn: 
“We want to say that 
we are very mu ch pleased with the at­ 
tention you have been giving ou r ship­ 
ments. In some few cases we thou ght 
the inspection was pretty severe, bu t 
in many cases we have been pleased 
the other way, and on the whole we 
have no complaint to offer, and we be­ 
lieve you r department is doing all it 
can for ju st inspection.’’ 
From Hiram 
N. Sager,

“Referring to you commu nica­ 
tion of the 13th inst., addressed to the 
grain committee relative to a certain 
plan you have formu lated for the im­ 
provement of the inspection

was at their meeting held on the 13th 
inst. u nanimou sly adopted: ‘Resolved. 
That the grain committee of the Chi­ 
cago Board of Trade u nanimou sly in­ 
dorse the plan of Mr. W. Scott Cowen 
to effect an improvement in the in­ 
spection of grain by the establishment 
of a department of sampling and ex­
